The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , 

line 2: after "powder" insert --, in a fluid energy mill--; 

line 4: after "powder" delete "; and" and substitute -by placing said powder in a 
container; and injecting a pressurization gas into the area of said container containing 
said powder such that the gas pressure in the area of said container is increased to a 
level above atmospheric pressure at a rate sufficient to cause said powder to compact 
before a substantial portion of said pressurization gas diffuses into said powder; 

removing said compacted powder from said container, and-. 

Claims 2 and 5 have been cancelled . 

In claim 3 , 

line 1: delete "2" and substitute -1--. 
In claim 4 , 

line 3: after "powder" insert --, in a fluid energy mill-; 
line 6: delete "powder" and substitute -pigment-; 
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line 7: delete "increasing the gas pressure in" and substitute -injecting a 
pressurization gas into-; 

line 8: delete "powder" and substitute -pigment such that the gas pressure is 
increased--; 

line 9: delete "powder" and substitute -pigment--; 

line 10: delete "powder; and" and substitute -pigment;--; 

line 11: delete "powder" and substitute -titanium dioxide pigment--. 

2. Claims 1 , 3 and 4 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited prior art teaches a process for preparing a concentrated pigment slurry including, 
in conjunction with other method steps, injecting a pressurization gas into the container 
to compact the pigment before the gas diffuses into the pigment, then removing and 
dispersing the compacted, deaerated pigment into a liquid medium as claimed.
